Have you ever made PDF pat- 
terns before? No problem if you haven't; 
in about 2 minutes you will know exactly 
how it works! 


Environment friendly! 


There are several ways to offer PDF pat- 
terns and euery designer has different ide- 
as about it. To minimize wasting expensive 
ink, we have chosen to place the pattern 
pieces in a way that you need a minimum 
of A4/US letter pages. 


You can choose between tracing the pat- 
tern pieces from the 9-page pattern sheet 
or print a couple more pages so you can 
start cutting immediately. We give you a 
choice, you decide! 


Materials 


Our PDF pattern sheet is very straightfor- 
ward and easy to put together. For this 
you'll need the following: 


- A4/US letter printer 

- A4/US letter pages 

- Paper scissors 

- Roll tape 

- Pencil/pen 

- Pattern (tracing) paper 


Choose your way 


There are two ways to cut out the pattern 
pieces: 


A. You can create a pattern sheet, like the 
ones included with sewing magazines. 
Then trace the pieces and and cut them 
out. 


Aduantages: 
- You only need 9 A4/US letter pages 
- You can re-use the pattern sheet 


B. You can print all pieces separately, so 
you can start cuting them immediately. 


Aduantages: 
- It take less time in total 


Both ways are described on the following 
page. Choose a way and follow the rest of 
the steps. 


From PDF to pattern pieces 


4. Print this PDF file 

IMPORTANT: Make sure you print the PDF 
at 100% size. Disable the option “Fit to 
Page”. 


After printing you can check the size by 
measuring the square on this page. 


Tip: Want to save ink? Print the file without 
color. 


2. Trim the edges of the paper 
Trim the edges off the pages at the 
sides marked with dotted lines, see 


IMPORTANT: Trim OUER the dotted lines, to 
trim away the lines. Do this carefully and 
don't trim away parts of the pattern lines. 


3. Lay the pages together and tape them 
Place the sides with the same Letters to- 


gether; Ato A, Bto B, etc. Pick up a page, 
place it above or below the previous one 
and tape it together. 


IMPORTANT: Place the pattern lines of all 
pages carefully against each other. ALL li- 
nes should fit smoothy. 


Seam allowances 


IMPORTANT: All pattern pieces are made 
without seam allowance. We aduise to cut 
4 to 1,5 cm. / 0.4 to 0.6” extra for seam al- 
lowance and 3 to4cm. / 1.2 to 1.6” for the 
seams.

We have tried to make this pattern as sim- 
ple as possible with the goal to give you 
more time for the fun part, the making of 
the garment itself!

Choose your way 


A. Create a pattern sheet 


You need all 6 pages 
once. Lay and tape the 
pages together and cut 
them out. 


EU sizes: 80-92-104-116-128-140-152 
Difficulty: 2/5 
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Fabric #1 usage: 
90-105-115-130-140-155-160 cm. 


Fabric #1 usage: 
35-35-40-40-45-50-55 cm. 


Suggested fabrics: 
- Cotton 


Materials: 

- Thread 

- Invisible zipper 30-30-35-35-35-40-40 cm. 
- Elastic gathering thread 

- Ulieseline /Vilene H180/H200 interfacing 


Pattern pieces: 
4. Front bodice 


2. Front piece (+ facing) 2x 
3. Back bodice 

4. Back piece (+ facing) 2x 
5. Collar 2x 


Cut to size: 

(Sizes are without seam allowance) 

A. Front skirt 118-122-126-129-132-135- 
138 x 28-32-37-42-48-53-59 cm. 

B. Back skirt 2x 59-61-63-65-66-68-69 x 
28-32-37-42-48-53-59 cm. 

C. Neck edging (trim diagonally) 36-38- 
40-42-45-47-50 x 2 cm. 

D. Armhole piece (cut inclined) 2x 29-31- 
33,5-36-39-42-44 x 2 cm. 


Instructions: 

4. Iron the Ulieseline* /Uilene* (interfacing) 
onto the facing sections. Look at the sha- 
ded pieces on the fabric layout. 2. Gather 
the top of the front skirt. 3. Stitch the front 
piece to the front skirt. 4. Stitch the front 
piece to the front bodice 5. Gather the top 
of the back skirt. 6. Stitch the back piece 
to the back skirt. 7. Stitch the back bodi- 
ce to the back piece. 8. Stitch the shoulder 
seams of the front/back bodice. 9. Stitch 
the side seams of the front/back bodice 
and the side seams of the skirt. 10. Clo- 
se the armhole band and fold it with the 
wrong sides facing. 11. Stitch the piece to 
the right side of the armhole. 12. Stitch the 
piece inwards and topstitch it at the right 
side. 13. Stitch the collar parts together. 
Leaue the joining seam open. 14. Trim off 
the seams uneven. Turn the collars to the 
right side. 15. Pin the collars to the neck- 
line. Let the center back seam stick out at 
the back. 16. Stitch the zipper in the cent- 
re back seam of the lower back piece. 17. 
Fold the neck edging with the wrong si- 
des facing. 18. Stitch the neck piece to the 
right side of the neck. Let the collar stick 
out between both pieces. 19. Fold the neck 
piece inward and stitch it underneath the 
collar. 20. Stitch the side seams of the front 
and back facing pieces. 24. Stitch the fa- 
cing onto the joining seam of the front/ 
back bodice and front/back piece with the 
right side facing the wrong side. 22. Stitch 
the bottom of the facing with flat seams at 
the joning seam of the skirt. Stitch it also 
on the zipper bands. 23. Hem the bottom 
of the dress. 24. It is possible to sew a tulle 
skirt under the skirt. Sew the tulle skirt at 
the front/back piece.
